Bocond—All the forces of criticism
now directed agninst the government
for having fought rather than ylelded
to legitimate Interests and for having
fulled to win victory would be con-
tinued with added fury against the
government that nccepted the war and
then betrayed the country, A govern-
ment that would crave peace of Rus-
sla's enemy while still capable of win-
ning victory would be giving the party
of change genuine grounds for a revo-
jutlon. The facts of the military situ-
atlon, love of country nnd arguments
of expodiency were all ngainst peace
aml for pressing the war hopefully,
